On the eve of President Taft's campaign 


for the extension of government control over 


interstate railroads, it is a significant fact 
that the carriers.and government and state 
authorities are codperating to obviate the 
need of some of the legislation he has pro- 
posed. 

For example, there now is in session in 
Chicago a committee which is considering 
dnaliy the difficult and troublesome question 
ef demurrage on the use of freight cars. 
When this has been disposed of it is ex- 
pected steps will be taken to bring about 
uniform classification of freight. The rail- 
roads also are showing less opposition than 
might have been anticipated to the proposi- 
tion to permit the interstate commerce com- 
mission to pass upon the reasonabieness of 
rates in advance of their promuigation. 


Special Court Will Have Foes. 


7 Of the important recommendations of the 


president which remain, one provides fora 
special court to consider al) questions arising 
out of interstate transportation, and another 
contemplates the conferring of authority 
upon the interstate commerce commission 


te approve all proposed increases of capital- 


ization. The first will be antagonized be- 
cause of the unwillingness of lawyers in con- 
gress to create courts of a technical charac- 
ter, and the second will be objected to by a 
humber of railroads, though some of them, 
particularly those which do not anticipate 
extensive new construction, will approve it. 

A year ago the National Association of 
Railway Commissioners adopted a sugges- 
tion made by Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner Franklin K. Lane contemplating the 
enforcement of uniform demurrage laws. 
The situation with respect to the use of cars 
is complicated and hurtful, both to shippers 
and railroads, on account of the different 

ons ‘in various states, 


Uniform Car Rules Needed. 

In illinois, for example, a freight car is 
pubject to a certain delay, and certain fees 
“are charged for the delay. In Michigan the 
shipper enjoys privileges not granted in IIli- 
nois. The use of cars is not appreciated by 
the public as a factor in the transportation 
problem. If the free time allowed be two or 
three days on an average, it is estimated 
there is a difference of 200,000 cars in the 
railroad equipment of the country. 

The total equipment amounts to about 
2,000,000 cars. It has been established that 
the railroads frequently favor a shipper by 
permitting him to use a car for storage pur- 
poses and denying this privilege to his com- 
petitor. Of course, in justice, one shipper 
whould be treated exactly as another, and 
neither should be allowed to use acar longer 
than ts absolutely necessary to load or un- 
load, 


Car Service Problem Important, 

The problem of car service is of serious 
importance, as was illustrated three years 
ago in Minnesota, North Dakota, and other 
states of the northwest, when the railroads 
were unable to supply sufficient fuel for the 
people of that region. The railroads say 
they are anxious to have uniformity of use 
established, but none is willing to inaugurate 
reform because of the disadvantage it would 
suffer thereby and the advantage which 


“would accrue to its competitors. 


Complying with the suggestion of Mr. 
Lane, the National Association of Railway 
Commissioners appointed a committee con- 
sisting of Mr. Lane and one commissioner 
from every state for the purpose of drafting 
@ set of uniform car service rules and making 
a campaign of education among the railroads 
based upon the interest of the traffic rather 
than that of traffic managers. 


Rules Are Almost Completed. 


The committee assembled early last winter 


and appointed a subcommittee of five, con- 
fisting of the state commissioners of Con- 
necticut, Pennsylvania, Virginia, Mississippi, 
and Wisconsin. After six months’ work the 
subcommittee drafted the rules and sub- 
mitted them to the railroads for criticism. 
The subcommittee now is holding its final 
session, and the rules upon which it is put- 
ting the finishing touches.will be promul- 
gated within a short time. 

Manifestly, the rules will have to be en- 
forced by the railroads, as most of the state 
‘commissions have not the power to do so, 
and the interstate commerce commission also 
is without the necessary authority. 

- It is gratifying to note that this result has 
been obtained through the sympathetic co- 
operation of the railroads and the ;govern- 
ment and state representatives. Mr. Lane 
has great hopes that this auspicious begin- 
ning will be the first step toward unification 
of railroad practices. 


Would Harmonize State Laws. 

In his view there is no reason why the 
railroads should be burdened with antagonis- 
tic state laws touching the same questions. 
For instance, a road passing through two 
states finds itself under one law in one state 
and another in the adjoining state, though 


the conditions throughout the territory are 
- #recisely the same. Nor, in his view, is 
_ there any reason why there should be a 


difference between state and

CHURCHES ENTER 


WHITE SLAVE WAR 


Religious Bodies Join Civic 
Organizations’ Campaign 
, to Rid Chicago 
of Evil. 


WEST SIDE FIRST AIM. 


Clifford G. Roe, Directing Bat- 
tle, Blames Parents’ Ambi- 
tions for Downfall of 
Children. 


Religious elements enlisted yesterday inthe 
crusade against white slavery started by 
B'nai B'rith and the Commercial club with 
the encouragement of other organizations of 
Wealth and influence. 

The movement, which originally was fos- 
tered by public spirited citizens of Jewish 
extraction, was promised support by Chris- 
tian churches and lay organizations. It was 
indicated that before the week is over a uni- 
form war against vice under the leadership 
of Clifford G. Roe, former assistant state’s 
attorney, will sweep the levee districts of the 
city. Utmost efforts will be made to save 
the girls enslaved by craft or violence and to 
put their violators behind prison bars. 

Methodists May Act at Once. 

The first Christian church to take up the 

fight probably will be the Methodist. The 


statements of Mr. Roe to the effect that girls + 


claimng former Methodist associations had 
been found in the resorts will, through the in- 
strumentality of the Rey. Abel M. White of 
Grace church, be laid before the Rock River 
conference, which will meet at Rockford next 
Wednesday. 

The Rev. Mr. White formerly was chaplain 
of Joliet penitentiary. He said he would 
put the matter before the conference through 
the proper committee, and that, in his opin- 
jon, it will arouse animated discussion and 
result in action being taken. 

“If what Mr. Roe says is true, it ought to 
stir the Methodist church,” said the Rev. 
Mr. White. “If this condition exists it 
should be prevented. I will go before the 
committee of ministers handling such mat- 
ters at the conference and present the mat- 
ter. I know Mr. Roe, and I believe him to 


| be truthful.” 


Thinks Roe Is Mistaken. 

“Mr. Roe can’t prove it,”” was the flat 

challenge of the Rev. George H. Trevor, 
who has been supplying the pulpit of the 
First Methodist church of Austin. ‘I want 
to see his facts. I believe his figures lie. I 
think he is juggling them. 
-“In the first place, the Methodists form 
the Te t Protestan? denoriinaticn in the 
world. More girls have Methodist associa- 
tions than other religious associations. I 
don’t believe that girls trained in Methodist 
homes go intO such places. The girls may 
be fifty-second cousins to Methodists, but 
in my opinion they don't come out of the 
church,” 

The Rev. V. H. Bergstrom, pastor of Au- 
gustana Swedish Lutherarg church, said he 
probably would take the matter of fighting 
the slave traffic before the meeting of Swed- 
ish Lutheran clergymen scheduled for Oct. 4. 
Mr. Bergstrom said: 

“I am heart and soul in any fight against 
wickedness. The question may be taken up 
at the ministers’ meeting.’ 


Syndicate Organized for Crime. 

Dean Walter T. Sumner of the Episcopal 
cathedral Saint Peter and Saint Pau! 
pledged his support to the fight against men 
involved in the illegal pursuit. He eaid that in 
his opinion a syndicate regularly organized 
for the destruction of women is in operation 
in this country. 

* Alexander Cleland of New York, an au- 
thority on white slavery, told me that there 
has been uncovered in New York a regularly 
incorporated organization of procurers 
whose ostensible business is the operation of 
a cemetery,’ said Dean Sumner. 

“ The situation over here has become acute 
since the McCann trial. The féeling is bitter 
and in view of what came out at the tria! 
there is no telling what they may try to do. 
I want to work with the Jews because this is 
a Jewish neighborhood. A committee of 
twenty-five prominent Jews, largely mem- 
bers of the Standard club, were called to- 
gether last May to hear some facts 1 had dis- 
covered in connection with the district in 
which the cathedral! is located on the west 
side. Unexpected matters precluded any- 
thing being done, but now I am delighted to 
see that the work is going forward under 
a new impetus. 


Jewish People Incensed. 

The Frank brothers, Lauis and Julius, 
owners of three saloons on the west side, 
were the objectives of widespread Jewish 
agitation during theday. The Jewish popula- 
tion of Chicago seemed imbued with a desire 
to wipe out the traffic, which is in conflict 
with all Jewish ordinantes. 

Not since the massacqges of Jews in Russia, 
some five years ago, has the Jewish district 
on the west side been so stirred as by the 
revelations of the McCann trial and hy the 


fact that one of the Frank brothers is the ‘ 


president of one of the leading Jewish con- 
gregations in Chicago. 

Various religious and civic pneisiebiennd 
held meetings throughout the day to devise 
plans as to how best to wage war upon the 
plague spots which surround the Jewish dis- 
trict and menace the boys and girls of the 
vicinity in addition to casting a disgrace 
upon the Jewish people. 

The Forward, which started the crusade 
against the Frank brothers, has been joined 
by another Jewish paper, the Daily Jewish 
Press. 

The Daily Press referred to the afrairs on 
the west side as a situation in which “ Jewish 
honor is at stake. It praises Mr. Adolf 
Kraus and the B'nai B'rith order for their 
energetic campaign against “this most 
shameful of all shameful businesses which | 
has infested the Jewish quarter.”’ 


Must Educate the People. 

The Jewish Courier pointed out editorially 
thet the conviction of McCann will be of lit- 
tle avail towards the betterment of conditions 
until the people are educated and influenced 
to such a degree that graft and bribes wil! 
be looked upon with abhorrence and will 
not be condoned as they are today. 

The paper expressed its satisfaction of the 
fact that the Frank brothers have been 
proved catspaws of the police and have thus 
saved the Jews from a still greater accusa-

CANCER’S CAUSE KNOWN SOON 


Dr. J. B. Murphy, Back from Eu- 
rope, Sees Advance of Science. 


LIKE HUNT FOR NORTH POLE 


American Medical Achievements Draw 
World’s Notice. 


Dr. John B. Murphy, on his return from 
Burope yesterday, carried the message that 
medical men are laying siege to the enigma of 
cancer as “explorers have to the north 
pole,” and that the day is at hand when the 
disease which cost so many Mves will be | 
listed among the curable afflictions. 

Like the finding of the north pole, as the 
surgeon desired to draw a parallel, more than 
one man will arrive at the cause of cancer 
at the same time. In his opinion, a period of 
five years at the utmost will suffice for the 
medical scientists to pnd the long hunted 
secret of the disease. 

Dr. Murphy also brought back with him 
from the international medjcal congress, 
which was held at Budapest, a new treat- 
ment for cancer which he believes will result 
in many permanent cures. The new idea is 
to operate as soon as the disease manifests 
itself instead of waiting a number of months 
—the present method. 


British Surgeon’s Discoveries. 

“Mr, Bashford, a noted English surgeon, 
read a@ paper at the congress which reviewed 
the work done towards solving thé Fiddle of 
cancer for the last quarter of a century,” 
said Dr. Murphy at his residence, 3805 Michi- 
gan avenue. ‘‘ He did not establish and he 
did not claim to establish its cause, but he 
clearly demonstrated its course and progress 
in which it destroyed life. 

“ As a result of this exposition there is no 
doubt in my mind but that the treatment of 
cancer should give better results. 

“ Summing up all the work done in the las? 
two decades, as shown by that paper, I think 
it is fair to presume that the next five years 
should bring out the true cause of cancer. 
The great scientific men are approaching the 
problem as arctic explorers have sought the 
north pole and it is my bellef that as the 
north pole was found by more than one man 
so will a number of men arrive at the solu- 
tion of cancer at the same time. 

“A new treatment for cancer was out- 
lined at the congress. It is simply the early 
surgical removal. By early, I mean a short 
time after it shows itself rather than, say 
the fourteenth month, for which we generally 
wait now before attempting to remove it. 
The greatest cause of mortality in cancer and 
all the acute infectious diseases is procrasti- 
nation in their treatmep’*. 


America’s Contributions to Science.. 

** America has been doing some great work 
in research work. In other lines also the 
country has been achieving great results 
Since the last congress America has had to 
its credit the obliteration of mortality of 
spinal meningitis as a result of the work of 
the Rockefeller institute. 

“ That is*sufficjent glory for any one coun- 
try, not to speak of any one man or institu- 
tion. 

‘New ifnes of tréatment are going to be 
essentially the serum or vaccination treat- 
ment, and if given in time the mortality of 
the acute infectious diseases is going to be 
reduced to practically nothing. 

‘The basis of all of these is the same as 
that of diphtheria, the mortality from which 
has been reduced from 54 per cent to 1% per 
cent. The mortality of hydrophobla is prac- 
tically nill if the Pasteur treatment is timely 
applied. 

Lockjaw to Be Exterminated. 

‘‘Deaths from lockjaw will be wiped off 
the map. The most striking example of this 
was on July 4 last in Chicago here—better 
than anywhere else in the world. ‘The peo- 
ple were educated and those injured had in- 
jections immediately afterward and they not 
only didn’t have tetanus but they weren’t 
even ill 

‘I found a number of men from the Coun- 
ty, Presbyterian, and Mercy hospitals here 
studying in Vienna. Regarding American 
schools I may say that they are ful! abreast 
of any schools in the world and the Ameri- 
ean student is the hardest worked and hara- 
est working of any medical student in the 
world.’’ 


BANKER, CHAINED TOCONVICTS, 
DRIVEN THROUGH THE STREETS 


Former Pennsylvania Politician De- 
clHiines to Put on Street Clothes Till 
His Trousers Are Creased. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 26.—[Special. }—Will- 
iam Montgomery, convict banker, today was 


started from Riverside penitentiary to the 


government prison at Leavenworth, Kas. 

This man, who for years was a power in 
Pennsylvania politics, was driven through 
the streets of Pittsburg chained to other con- 
victs. He had been one of the most unruly 
prisoners in Riverside, and it is said he was 
at the head of a plot to liberate many prison- 
ers soon, and that this hastened his departure 
to the government prison. 

Montgomery fought like a tiger when the 
officers appeared, and declined to put on 
street clothes until] his trousers were creased. 
He finally was overpowered and dressed. He 
was sentenced to fifteen years at hard labor 
for wrecking the Allegheny National bank. 


MOB LYNCHES A NEGRO SLAYER, 


Shoemaker Hanged in Front of His 
Shop for Murder of Florida — 
Marshal. 


Perry, Fla., Sept. 26.—[Special.)}—Charley 
Anderson, a negro shoemaker, shot and killed 
Marshal Hawkins last night when the officer 
went to his shop to arrest the black for a 
minor offense.

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GREAT PARK DOME 
WOOD AND PUTTY 


West Side Conservatory Tot- 
tering Because Inferior Ma- 
terials Were Used, Say 
Commissioners. 


PUT BLAME ON JENSEN. 


Ex-Superintendent, Accused of 
Negligence, Replies That Job 
Should Have Been Given 
to Expert. 


Putty. wood, and nails were used in the 
construction of the big glass dome of the 
Garfield park conservatory, where the 
plans called for copper, steel, and lead, and 
the west park board has charged Jens Jen- 
sen with gross negligence. The conserva- 
tory was built only a short time ago. It 
has been regarded as one of the greatest 
structureg of its kind In America. 

This situation was disclosed yesterday, 
when it was learned that the park commis- 
sion is planning to reconstruct the dome at a 
cost of $40,000 and to bring sult against the 
original builder for that amount. The $200,- 
000 structure has been standing a little more 
than two years, but already extensive repairs 
are being made throughout the building, and 
unless it is replaced the once beautiful dome, 
now rickety and riddled with holes, is in 
danger of collapse. 

B. A. Eckhart and other members of the 
board place the entire responsibility for this 
condition on the shoulders of Jensen, who at 
the time the buliding was put up was su- 
perintendent of the park system. He retal- 
iates by charging that he warned them 
against having the building erected by any 
one but ah expert contractor. The commis- 
sioners, however, insist that had he watched 
the progress of the work and notified them 
of the disregard for the specifications of the 
contract this trouble would have been 
avoided. 


May Sue the Contractors. 


The building was erected by the C. E, 
Carson company, contractors, who were the 
lowest bidders. An effort to force a settle- 
ment after the cost of the repairs is known 
will be made. If this fails, suit will be 
brought for the entire cost of the work. The’ 
contractors will admit no fault and Benjamin 
F. Richolson, attorney for the board, believes 
a suit will be necessary for collection. 

In anticipation of this evidence is being 
prepared with the purpose of showing there 
was a deliberate evasion of the specifications 
of the contract and that intent and not care- 
lesness was responsible for the early ruin 
of the greenhouse. The situation is so tense 
that the feeling bétween the board and the 
contractor and Jensen is extremely bitter. 

Last March the former superintendent re- 
signed because of differences with the board, 
and since that time much criticism has been 
directed at him. , But this has been the first 
intimation that:the difference was anything 
more than a matter of policy. 


Eckhart Calls Jansen Negligent. 

“Jensen surely displayed plenty of negit- 
gence in not observing the way that work 
was being done and in not reporting to the 
park board the state of affairs before it was 
too late,’ said Mr. Eckhart, treasurer of 
the park board. Mr. Eckhart was president 
of the board when the contract for building 
the conservatory was let. 

“The Carson company failed to comply 
with the plans and specifications, as should 
have been done, and as a consequence the 
glass roof will have to be rebuilt at great 
expense. Inferior lumber and inferior glass 
were used—materials other than were speci- 
fied—and the glass plates were improperly 
fastened in the framework. The contractof 
had no right to make changes from the speci- 
fications without action by the board author- 
iging it and nobody had a right to permit it 
without authority from the board.’’ 

“It will cost between $40,000 and $50,000 
to put the building in proper condition,” said 
William Kolacek, president of the board. 
‘‘We have sought explanations for the bad 
work from Carson, but he has no explana- 
tions to make. We have desired to settle 
with him peaceably, but he shows no dis- 
position so far to pay the damage or remedy 
the trouble.’’ 


Framework Out of Alignment. 

‘‘The framework on which the glass is 
laid is woefully out of alignment,” said 
Attorney Richolson. “In its irregular, 
warped state it furnishes no defense against 
the wind, and glass is torn out in a storm 
like unnailed shingles.”’ 

That the contractor deviated from the spec!i- 
fications to make a better job was the posi- 
tion taken by Mr. Jensen. He said Carson 
showed great pride in trying to make the job 
a good one, but simply couldn't do it because 
of his inexperience in greenhouse building. 

‘“‘T am not to blame because the wind plays 
havoc with the glass,” said Mr. Jensen. “I 
couldn't be on the ground all the time and 
give my full attention to the thing. The 
board should have let the contract to experts 
in greenhouse construction, anyway. I so 
told them during discussions before the con- 
tract was awarded, but no attention was paid 
to my views in the matter. Experts would 
have made the job a good one.”

TRAINS CRASH NEAR STATION 


Many Saisie on Burlington 
Cars Hurt by Collision. 


INJURED WAIT FOR RELIEF. 


Lie on Tracks Hour and Half Before 
Ambulances Come. .

Three hundred passengers on an incoming 
Burlington railroad passenger train from 
Aurora were hurled from their seate and a 
number severely injured by a head on col- 
lision with a Chicago and Alton train at 
West Fourteenth street shortly after 10 
o'clock last night. 

All of the six coaches of the suburban train 
were crowded and many of the passengers 
were moving about when the sudden impact 
piled them up, while pieces of broken glass 
and splintered wood cut and bruised them, 
and others suffered injuries from being 
thrown to the floor and against car seats. 

One of those most seriously hurt was Mrs. 
Floy Lantz, 41 years old, the wife of State 
Senator Walter A. Lantz of La Grange. She 
was thrown against a seat of the coach and 
injured internally. With her husband she 
was accompanying the parents of Senator 
Lantz to Chicago to take a train to Thorpe, 
Wis. Senator Lantz’s father and mother 
were bruised.

Babies Hurled from Mothers’ Grasp. 

Two babies In arms were hurled from their 
mothers’ laps to the floor in the third coach, 
which suffered the worst from the impact. 
they escaped with bruises. Several women 
were believed-to-have suffered severe fnternal 
injuries. Collector Lysinger was painfully 
hurt. Besides having both his right arm and 
right leg bruised, he received interna! hurts, 
from which he suffered great pain. He was 
taken home on a returning Aurora suburban 
train. 

Senator Lantz escaped injury and says he 
attributed it to a premonition when he felt 
a sudden tightening of the air brakes an in- 
&tant before the trains met. 

** When I felt the brakes working i braced 
my feet against the seat in front of me,’’ 
he said. “I felt there was something wrong 
in the sudden stop of the train at that place. 
The next instant there was a crash, the 
lights went out, and the people were thrown 
together in heaps, while men and women 
screamed. My wife had been thrown from 
her seat and lay gasping on the floor. i struck 
a match and found her. My mother and 
father were lying on the floor near the end 
seats on the other side of the car. 


Calm Passengers Allay Fears. 

* Passengers seated or standing were 
thrown across seats or lay outstretched on 
the floor. The calm ones seeing the danger 
was over, sought to®&llay the fears of tne 
more timid.’’ 

The suburban train-was several minutes 
late. The other train which consisted only 


of empty passenger coaches, was being made | 


up for a run at 11:30 o'clock and was moving 
slowly when the Burlington train struck it. 

Although the suburban train did not leave 
the track the engine was smashed to such an 
extent that it was put out of commission. 

There was a hurry call for ambulances 
sent in to the Presbyterian hospital, while the 
trainmen and uninjured passengers hastily 
carried the injured ones to places of safety. 
A delay in the arrival of relief from the hos- 
pital caused a call for police ambulances 
and physicians, and a number of the injured 
were taken away in taxicabs. Help did not 
arrive for an hour and a half. 


Train Had Right of Way. 

The Aurora train was in charge of Con- 
ductor Babcock and Engineer Beck, both of 
Aurora. The engineer said the signals 
showed him to have the right of way, and he 
did not see the Chicago and Alton train in his 
path. 

Conductor Benjamin of the Alton train staid 
he had received no orders to let the Bur- 
lington suburban pases him and his train was 
‘at a standstill when the collision occurred. 
He declared the accident was the fauit of 
the crew of the suburban train.

Gen. Fred D. Grant was commended for 
acting as grand marsha! of the parade, and 
one minister said the present commander of 
the department of the lakes, if nominated 
for the presidency, would be elected by the 
votes of total abstainers. a: 

In St. Mary’s Roman Catholic church the 
Rev. P. J. O'Callaghan said: . 

‘“‘T am proud of the showing that our cadets 
and church people made in the parade. I 
want to indorse the sentiments inscribed 
on our banners which were carried ‘n the 
parade. ‘The church is against the saloon.’ 
‘The saloon is against the church.’ 


Archbishop Jreland Pleased. 

He told his congregation that Archbishop 
John Ireland of St. Paul, who witnessed the 
parade from the balcony of the Artinstitute. 
had spoken in praise of the Catholic division 
and of the entire parade, declaring it was a 
remarkable demonstration and a rebuke to 
lawbreakers. 

Father O'Callaghan congratulated the men 
who marched, as well as the boy cadets, and 
explained that there were other men who 
wanted to join the parade, but were unable 
to get away from their work. 

The Rev. D. J. Crimmins, pastor of St. 
David's Roman Catholic church, who was 
marshal of the Catholic division in the 
parade, also publicly congratulated the 
cadets and people. 

* It was a most wonderful demonstration,”’ 
he said, *‘ not only in the number of people 
who marched but in the numbers who wit- 
nessed the procession.”

Seeks Criminal Organization. 

Mr. Roe, who has been retained to direct 
the gathering of evidence and to prepare 
cases for presentation to the state's attor- 
ney, yesterday reiterated the hcpe that he 
will be able to uncover an organization of 
men in the slave trade.

‘‘ The tricks of these men are so subtle that 
parents cannot exercise too much care in 
preventing their girls from taking up with 
strangers. <A girl may be lured away and 
put in a resort and then made to write letters 
to her father and mother, telling them that 
she is on the stage and gaining rapid promo- 
tion. Parents often are to blame for letting 
Their ambition on behalf of their daughters 
run away with their prudence. 

‘* While girls are procured in Chicago, smal! 
towns and country communities are especial- 
ly fertile fields. The game is to get the gir] 
away from the town she livesin. Chicago is 
not alone to blame. 

‘‘In a summer resort town in Michigan I 
found a man who said he could name twenty- 
five girls ready to leave home in answer to 
any alluring offer. 


Fate of Maggie Smith. 

‘*‘The most extraorainary case that has 
come under my observation developed the 
day following Christmas, 1908. 

‘* Alphonse Citto was arrested for making 
an attack upon an old man. When he was 
brought into court I developed these facts: 

‘**In the summer of 1907 a graphophone 
agent came to the home of John Smith, who 
is employed by the Pere Marquette railroad 
and livesin Benton Harbor, Mich. The agent 
noticed pretty 16-year-old Maggie Smth. 

‘* Next day he brought Citro and introduced 
him to the girl. He told' Maggie how much 
money she could make in Chicago in a fine 
position. He brought her here and placed 
her in an Italian resort of the lowest char- 
acter in Clark street, not far from the Har- 
rison street station. 

“The usual entrance to this house ‘is 
through a back alley. It is frequented only 
by Italians. In it there Were twelve or four- 
teen miserable girls. Maggie Smith -cwas 
kept in this house unti] the following sum- 
mer, the summer of 1908. 

‘The girl's father in some way obiained 
news that she wasinaresort. Citro learned 
that the father was coming to Chicaco to 
search for his daughter. He took her cut of 
the resort and married her legally under the 
name of Frank Kelly and took her to Gary, 
Ind. 


« 


Girl Makes Her Escape. 


“When the old man reached the Chicago 
resort, he was told that his daughter had just 
left. After hunting for her a few days he 
went home broken hearted, giving .up the 
hunt. Citro kept her in Gary two months and 
then brought her back, putting her in this 
same Italian house again. 

“She escaped from thg house the YZist of 
December last and asked for protection at a 
nearby barber shop. 

“One of the barbers took her out to his 
own home. After she had been at the bar- 
ber’s héusge until the day before Christmas. 
she was traced there by Citro. Citro saw 
her going from a grocery store to the house. 

“At the house’ Citro found the barber's 
aged father. He demanded his ‘wife.’ The 
barber’s father refused to give up the gir}. 

“Citro drew a revolver and assaulted the 
old man. He ran away after the assauit, but 
was captured and brought into court. 

“ Maggie Smith was brought in and tes- 
tified she was sold into the house by Citro 
and that he collected all the money she earneg 
there. 

“I had Citro charged with~pandering 1 


* a 


porter who served beer in the resort was one 
of the witnesses. Citro.was found guilty. 

“Since then six different lawyers have 
tried to get him out in different ways. 
l'jnally, he was brought before Judge Windes 
on &@ writ of habeas corpus. Assistant State's 
Attorney Barnett and I went overand fought 
the case. The writ was denied and Citro was 
sent pack to the house of correction. 

** Other lawyers went before Judge Pinck- 
ney and again tried to get him out. Judge 
Pinckney refused the petition. A colored 
lawyer named Anderson now has him before 
Judge Brentano or Judge Chytraus, and the 
judge nas the case under advisement at this 
time 

‘* Pizzi is under state indictment in the 
Maggie Smith case and Harry Parkin of the 
United States district attorney's office told 
me that he is under federal! indictment. for 
bringing Italian girls to this country. 

“ There are many c&éses of drugging giris 
and taking them into resorts. There was the 
case of Mona Marshall as an example. She 
was employed at a ribbon counter. The 
Agnes Taylor case was another drug case 

‘* From the court records and a confession 
I will give an example of how girls are 
shipped out of Chicago. 

‘In May, 1907, two men, one named Will- 
iam McNamara—the other ha# reformed 
since then—received a consignment of four- 
teen girls from Chicago, presumably to go 
with a southern musical comedy company. 
By the confessions of the men they got the 
girls by going to dance halls and dancing 
with them. ' 

‘** McNamara, who was convicted, had me 
a woman named Myrtle Bellevue, who posed 
as the leading woman of the theatrical com- 
pany before the girls in Chicago. ‘The girls 
were taken to Beaumont, Tex., and {o the 
Bellevue woman's resort there. 

‘**]T repeat that Chicago by no means is the 
worst city in the country in the white slave 
traffic, although 
headquarters. Boston, New York, San Fran- 
cisco, and other large cities are afflicted 
with it 

‘‘In Boston most of the men engaged in 
this business are Canadians from Nova 
Scotia. Boston at the present time is bad. 
The most recent cases thére showed the need 
of a law such as exists in Iitnois.”’ 


YOUNG PARENTS IN CUSTODY 
FOR STRANGE DEATH OF CHILD. 


Bernard Joskowski and Wife Held 
Pending Invéstigation Into Cause of 
Severe Injuries on Head of Infant. 


Detectives are investigating the death of 
fittle Joseph Joskowski. a baby. who died 
vesterday under what the police term sus- 
picious circumstances. 

Bernard Joskowski, 20 years old, and Mrs. 
Martha Joskowski, 17 years old, the parents, 
were taken into custody following an 
autopsy. 

According to a statement by the physician, 
cerebral hemorrhages and bruises about the 
head were found which may have caused the 
child’s death. 

Joskowski said the child had fallen out of 
bed last Friday and injured its head on strik- 
ing the floor.

Governor Tells Alabama Sheriffs 
He Will Use Force. 


BITTER WAR IN INDIANA, 


‘‘Drys’’ Expect Rural Vote to Drive 
Out Vincennes Saloons. 


Montgomery, Ala., Sept, 26.—[Special.]—In 
his zeal for prohibition Gov. B. B. Comer 
has let the sheriffs know that if they do not 
enforce the prohibition laws he will go over 
their heads and do so, even to the point of 
using the military ferces, which he has a 
right to do under the vigorous provisions of 
the recent acts of the legislature. 

Sheriff Shipp of Morgan county, resenting 
a Tetter to tnis effect, has made a protest 
against what his people call unwarranted 
interference, and Sheriff Hood of Montgom- 
ery county has paid no heed to the demand 
that he get busy at once or take the con- 
sequences. Sheriff Drago of Mobile, who, 
like Hood, is an appointee ‘of the gdvernor, 
in an effort to make’ good has stirred the 
whole state up by searching private houses, 
raiding several alleged drinking. places, and 
closing others against the advice of lawyers, 
who think he cannot go:nearly so far. 

Sheriff Higdon of Jefferson, who raided 
right and left some time ago, is flooded with 
sults for damages on the part cf the pro- 
prietors. It is an open secret that the gov- 
ernor demanded of Sheriff Hood that he 
either break up the sale in Montgomery or 
hand him back the office, that he may put 
another in. Also that he told Hood that 
within a, certain time he would make-search 
with the national guard if the suspicious 
places were not closed. Hood has been cred- 
ited with telling his excellency to crack his 
whip. ; 

Bitter Local Option Fight. 

Vincennes, Ind., S@pt. 26.—{Special. j—Trne 
bitterest campaign ever inaugurated in be- 
half of local option ‘is in progress here and 
both the temperance advocates and the liquor 
element are making every effort to gain 
votes. 

The drys do not expect to win in this city, 
but are depending upon the rural vote to 
give them a victory over the wets in the 
county, thus making the town dry, too. There 
are many German farmers in the county and 
while assisting in remonstrating the saloons 
out of their immediate neighborhood they are 
indifferent as to whether liquor is sold in.the 
city. 

Encouragement to the Wets. 

This complicates the situation and is giv- 
ing the wets a great deal of encouragement. 
Literature from all the dry counties is being 
sent into the county and according to it busi- 
ness has fallen off in every section from 
which the saloons have been excludea, prop- 
erty has gone dowffi in value and gntals have 
fallen. 

The drys are meeting these statements with 
counter statements from men and women in 
the dry counties, and according to these al} 
conditions are better than éver betore. Kirty 
or more orators are employed by each side 
and today local option sermons were preached 
in every schoolhouse and church in the 
county by Methodist ministers from the 
meeting of the Indiana conterence at Wash- 
ington, Daviess county. The election wii! 
be held on Thursday, and the result is much 
in doubt. 


CHURCH ENDS 8 DAYS’ JUBILEE.

The Diversey Bouievard Methodist Epis- 
copal church yesterday ended‘ an. elght day 
juvoilee over its fifth anniversary, the 
principal event of the week being the render- 
ing of the cantata ‘‘ Lost and Saved " by the 
church choral society at the auditorium of 
the Central Y. M.C. A.

' WCANN VERDICT 
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Feared to Declare Police 
~ Inspector Innocent. 


Panel Thought to Have Read His 
Charges of Tampering with 
Veniremen. 


‘That the jurors in the McCann trial gave 
a verdict of guilty against the accused police 


being influenced by “ jury fixers ” if they did 
otherwise, will be one of the allegations of 
McCann’s counsel whem they argue the mo- 
tion for a new trial. 

According to the attorneys for McCann the 
sensational charge, made public by State's 
Attorney Wayman during the police officer's 
trial, that all jury panels had been corrupted 
and: contained ‘“ fixed "’ jurors, will be the 
principal lever used by the defense. to set 
aside the verdict. It will be shown, it is 
said, that newspapers containing the prose- 
cutor’s charges were read by members of 
the McCann jury. ) 

“ There’s absolutely nothing to it,’’ said 
Assistant State’s Attorney Claude Smith, 
who aided Mr. Wayman in the trial. ‘ That 
jury mever heard of the jury ‘ fixing’ scan- 
dal until after it was discharged, and even 
if it had there would be no argument for a 
new trial. It was one of the most intelligent 
juries we ever had in the Criminal court, and 
the verdict given was in accordance to the 
evidence and the law.”’ 


Errors of Court Alleged. 
Among the other arguments to be advanced 
before Judge Barnes by McCann's counsel in 
their contention for a new trial are: 


That error was committed by the court tm allow- 
ing certain evidence against McCann objected to 
by the defense; that the court erred in refusing to 
allow, certain evidence favorable to McCann. 

That most of the instructions given by the pros- 
ecution were read to the jury, while those of the 
defense were not permitted to enter into the jury’s 
deliberations. 

That the court erred fn allowing the state's at- 
torney in his closing address to make charges 
against McCann not contained in any evidence in 
the case. 

That the jury was illegally drawn. 


The first formal conference of McCann's at- 
torneys will be held this afternoon in the 
offices of Col. James Hamilton Lewis, and it 
will be decided at that time just when the 
arguments for a new trial shall be made. It 
is probable that Judge Barnes will not hear 
the motion for at least two weeks. * 


Rumored Strife of Lawyers. 

In connection with the conference to be 
held today it is said there will be some secret 
argument among the attorneys as to the 
adoption of a certain policy, and that if any 
objection is made one of the lawyers will 
resign from the case. The attorney is de- 
clared to have objected to the origina! line 
of defense mapped out for McCann and that 
since the verdict he has felt that the case 
was lost because his plan was not adopted. 

In any event, it is said, the motion for a 
new trial will be argued vigorously. Ifanew 
hearing is denied, the attorneys will take 
the case to the higher courts. 

All efforts of State’s Attorney Wayman 
to connect former Chief of Police Shippy 
with the graft charges will be futile, accord- 
ing to Inspector McCann. He declared Chief 
Shippy had nothing to do with any graft, so 
far as he knew. 

‘‘There is a lot of talk of my confessing,”’ 
said the inspector, ‘‘ but there is nothing to 
it. I haven’t anything to confess. Neither 
is there any man higher up. I don’t know 
a thing on George Shippy.”’ 


Morron Stands By McCann. 
Although the verdict of the jury stamped 
McCann as a taker of bribes, his friends still 
declare their belief in his innocence. John 


has known the Mspector for years, said he 
was convinced that McCann w2s not guilty 
and that he was ready to put up money at 
any time for his defense. 

‘“*I offered to advance money for his de- 
fense when he was first accused,’’ said Mr. 
Morron. “ Whether I did advance the money 
or not is nobody’s business. I will say, how- 
ever, that I still believe Inspector McCann 
to be the victim of a plot and am ready at 
any time to aid him financially.’’ 

Prosecution of the graft charges against 
Detective Jeremiah Griffin and the investi- 
gation into the south side “ levee’’ will be 
postponed for a few days until State’s At- 
torney Wayman returns from his old home 
in Glen Easton, W. Va., where he went, Sat- 
urday. 


Alleged Jury Fixing Cases, 

The preliminary hearings of John J. Ho)- 

mand, Nicholas Martin, and Willis Ray- 
burn, the three men accused of jury tamper- 
ing, wiil not be held tomorrow, on account 
of the indictments returned against them 
by the last grand jury. The action of the in- 
quisitorial body, it is said, will serve as an 
automatic nolle of the cases which were to 
have come up before Judge Baldwin. 
It was rumored during the day thet new 
evidence of jury tampering had been given 
the state's attorney by the Douglas Neigh- 
borhood club, the south side organization of 
which the Rev.Morton Culver Hartzell is 
the leader.

Disappointed Regarding Instruments. 

“ Well, I don’t know,’’ replied the doctor 
earnestly. 

“ Uniess I am mistaken,”’ continued the in- 
terviewer, ‘“‘ you have said that without the 
instruments you left with Mr. Whitney for 
safe keeping you would be unable to conclu- 
sively corroborate all of the proofs you now 
have in your possession.”’ 

The explorer was slow in replying. He 
stared for,a few minutes into blank space 
and then s@id: 

“I had counted on his bringing the instru- 
ments and everything with him. Naturally I 
am disappointed.”’ 

* But if the reports are true that Mr. Whit- 
ney left all documentary proof behind and 
that you will be unable to obtain from him 
that for which you have been waiting, how 
long will it be after you have talked with him 
before you will send your statement to the 
University of Copehagen?”’ 
“I cannot state,”’ was the emphatic reply. 
Dr. Cook did not object to being plied with 
questions and he answered all that were put 
to him to the best of his ability in his char- 
acteristic, modest, polite, and methodical 
way. 

Ice and Darkness Bar. 
“What is the trouble with sending at once 
to Etah for those things which are so valu- 
able to you and which have been left there 
by Mr. Whitney?” asked one of the te- 
porters. 
“ Nothing much excepf the ice and dark- 
ness,”” replied the explorer with a smile, 
‘but that is enough.”’ 
“ Evidently from your question,” con- 
tinued Cook, “ you are not as well informed 
regarding the polar regions as you are upon 
other subjects. It is impossible for any baat 
to reach Etah at this season on account of 
the new ice forming and the darkness, which 
in that cold country at times seems im- 
penetrable. Of course, I would send for 
everything if it were possible, but from the 
way things look now all thoughts of ab- 
taining them will have to be foregone until 
next spring.”’ 
* You have sent for the Eskimos who ac- 
companied you, have you not, doctor?’’ 
“ Yes, but I am unable to say when they 
will arrive. Probably many months wil! 
elapse bcfore they can be brought to the 
civilized world.”’ 


Says Whitney Is Square. 
Some one asked him whether he had any 
cause to believe that Mr. Whitney might fa- 
vor Commander Peary rather than himself 
in the north pole controversy. 
“Mr. Whitney will not favor either of us,’’ 
he said. ‘‘ You can count on whatever Mr. 
Whitney says. I know him to be square. 
He will not take the part of either Mr. Peary 
or myself. He will tell the truth.”’ 
When asked whether or not the relations 
between him and the man who is claimed 
to have discovered the pole later than him- 
self were friendly, Mr. Cook replied: 
“I don’t know. I don’t know.”’ 
This was the favorite expression used to 
answer most of the questions which were 
put to the explorer tonight, but even this 
short and emphatic phrase always was given 
in such a kindly way that it stimulated his 
questioners to ply h further. 
‘Has any definite arrangement been made 
for a meeting between you and your rival’ "’ 
“ Not to my knowledge,”’ he replied, iaugh- 
ing heartily. 
There was something about the explorer’s 
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laugh which implied that such a meeting 
might prove a joke, but he did not say so. 


Instruments Packed in Boxes. 


Qne of the reporters wanted to know more 
about the instruments left with Harry Whit- 
ney. Dr. Cook said: ” 

‘The instruments as well as severa! other 
things which would be desirable for me to 
have before submitting all of my statistics 
to the University of Copenhagen have been 
carefully packed in waterproof boxes.”’ 

Here the doctor described with his hands 
the sizes of the boxes. 

“They are stored away in a place of safe- 
keeping with most of the paraphernalia used 
by the expedition. It is made up in part of 
furs, sleeping bags, sledge runners, and 
sledges.”’ 

In response to a question as to whether or 
not he used the same kind of sleds as Com- 
mander Peary, Dr. Cook said: 

* Peary’s sleds were patterned after those 
used by the Eskimos. If they differedin any 
way from those made by the natives it was in 
the wood used. Peary could not have mcd- 
eled his sled after mine, for they were of my 
own make. They were constructed in the 
far north.” 

When asked other questions relative to his 
dash for the pole, Dr. Cook sald: 

**Gentlemen, don’t you think you have 
gone far enough? What I have not already 
given out about the trip soon will appear ih 
a New York paper in the story written by 
me.*" 


Cook Gets Message from Whitney. 

Before the newspaper men saw Dr. Coox 
tonight they were informed that he had sent 
a wireless message to Whitney Saturday 
night, presumably in regard to the data and 
instruments. In reply to this message this 
one came to Dr. Cook today from Whitney, 
dated Saturday night: 

“St. Rathcona, via Indian Harbor and 
Cape Race, N. F., Sept. 25.—Dr. F. A. Cook, 
New York: Started for home on Roosevelt.

Expected Will Aid Con- 
gress in Its Work.

All Phases of Problem Will Be 
Considered by Experts 
in Finance.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—The Aldrich- 
Vrooland financial act ‘will expire by limita- 
tion on June 80, 1014, and unless before that 
date it is replaced by a wisely framed meas- 
ure of broad scope the country will again be 
in the perilous situation that is commonly 
beHeved to have resulted in the panic of 
1907-08. 

There is a general realization of the neces- 
sity of legislation on this subject; but a 
wide difference of opinion. Speaker Cannon 
believes that a mere extension of the pres- 
ent law, with perhaps a few amendments in 
details, will suffice; President Taft looks 
with favor upon the proposition to create 
@ great central bank, and there are all sorts 
of intermediate schemes. Probably that 
which ¢ommands the greatest support will 
be based upon the recommendations of the 
monetary commission, which has been quiet- 
ly but effectively at work for more than a 
year gathering the material for the construc- 
tion of the actual legislation. 


Plan Campaign of Education. 


A campaign ‘of education is about to begin, 
for it is fully understood by Senator Aldrich, 
who heads the commission, and by the stu- 
dents of finance, that it will be difficult to 
arouse the interest of the mass of the people 
in the details of this rather abstruse sub- 
ject, and that only by general agitation can 
the national legislature be brought to the 
point of action. 
+t If it required ten years to bring about a 
revision of the tariff, certainly a period of 
less than five years is none too long to per- 
fect and enact liégislation on a subject so 
complex and important as is involved in a 
general revision of the entire financial sys- 
tem of the republic. 

Therefore soon after the return to America 
from Europe of Senator Aldrich and Prof. 
Andrews and other members of the commis- 
sion, which is expected to be about the mid- 
dle of next month, preparations will be made 
for the publication of the preliminary report 
of the commission. This will be only the 
beginning, for the full neport is to be so com- 
prehensive in scope that it cannot possibly 
pe completed within another year, but it will 
serve the purpose of directing public atten- 
tion to this important subject, for study to fit 
themselves to grapple knowingly with such 
legislation as may be ultimately proposed by 
the monetary commission. 


Will Consider All Phases. 


This commission has been, up to this point, 
engaged in a careful study in the European 
capitals of the financial systems of Great 
Britain and the principal continental pow- 
ers, and a mass of data of the greatest im- 
portance to the students of finance has been 
collected. It is realized that none of these 
systems as a whole is adaptéd to the needs 
of the United States because of the peculiar 
conditions which exist in this country, but in 
most of them are found some features that 
may be of value as a foundation for the pro- 
jected new American plan. Attention will 
be directed to defects of the existing system. 

Though nominally created with the purpose 
of dealing only with the subject of currency 
and the bond issues on which the latter is 
based in large part, the commission has en- 
larged its scope so as to include the national 
banking system, and it is believed that even 
the siate banks will be dealt. with in the 
forthcoming report. The projected great 
central bank will be fully exploited, for 
there is reason to believe that even in bank- 
ing circles conisderable misapprehension ex- 
ists as to the functions of this institution. 

The suggested corrected measure, looking 
to the creation of bran@fes of the central 
bank, has only strengthened the fear of the 
existing banks that the United States gov- 
ernment is to enter the field of competition 
with them.

Bureau of Statistics Issues State- 
ment Covering Seven Months. 


VALUES ALONE ARE DOUBLED 


Worth of Crude Materials Obtained 
from Abroad Is $294,500,000. 


Washington, D. C.. Sept. 26.—The bureau 
of statistics of the department of commerce 
and labor today made public a statement 
summarizing imports of manufacturérs’ ma- 
terials during the seven months ending July 
81, 1908, compared with the corresponding 
period of 1908. 

The report shows that manufacturers’ ma- 
terials-itnported into the United States have 
made increases ranging from 25 to 150 per 
cent in the seven months over the corre- 
sponding period of the preceding year. This 
statement relates to quantities imported. The 
figures of values show on the whole an even 
larger increase, since, in many cases, import 
prices of raw materials are higher than those 
of a year ago. : 

Taking values alone and including all arti- 
cles, the figures of the bureau show in tmpor- 
tations of manufacturers’ materials an in- 
crease of over 50 per cent, speaking in round 
terms, for the seven months ending with July, 
1909, when compared with the correspond- 
ing period of 1908. 

The value of crude materials for use in 
manufacturing imported in the seven menths 
ending with July, 1908, was §$294,500,000, 
against $191,000,000 in the same, months of 
last year, and‘ that of manufactures for fur- 
ther use in manufacturing,” $139,000,000, 
— $87,000,000 in the same months of 


Large Increase in Wool, 
Considering the principal manufacturers’ 
materials by quantities, an analysis of. the 
bureau's statement shows marked increases 
in nearly all articles imported for manutac- 
turing purposes. In wool importationg the 
increase is 175 per cent, the quantity tm- 
ported in the séven months of the current 
year being 202,000,000 pounds, against 73,- 
000,000 in the same months of last year. 
Raw silk imports show an increase of 5W 
per cent, the total for the seven months enda- 
ing with July, 1900, being 12,400,UWUU pounds, 
against a little more than 8,000,000 pounds in 
the same months of last year. . 
Imports of hides and skins show an in- 
crease of over 86 per cent, the total for the 
seven months of this year being 301,000,000 
pounds, against 161,500,000 in the cor- 
responding months of the preceding year.

Curtiss is planning to equip his aeroplane 
with two pontoons, so that he will be able 
to alight on the water.

The whir of the aeroplane over their heads 
will give many of the sea fighters a thrill of 
the possibilities of a future foe when the art 
of flying shall have reached a stage of more 
certainty and perfection.

than aeroplanists have ever been called 
upon to face before. Almost within a stone's 
throw of the sandy acreage on the lower 
end of Governor's island, where the ma- 
chines will start, towers a mass of the high- | 
est buildings in the world; to the east is the 
network of three bridges over the East river;

The bay itself, crowded this week more 
than ever with big excursion craft, offers 
many perils to the aeroplanist, for its upper 
air currents never have been tried. The only 
clear course left to the aviators would be 
out to sea, but that course wil! not likely be 
tried. 

An elaborate system of signai flags and 
bombs has been arranged to announce the 
start of either aviator, and whenever a sig- 
nal is given it is expected that all New York 
and her million guests will rush to the bat- 
tory and to downtown roofs to see the first 
fights of an aeroplane in the city proper. 

While the aeroplanes are making ready 
for flight a detachment of the Twenty-ninth 
infantry, which arrived from the Philip- 
pines recently, will be detailed to maintain 
the ‘ines and keep back the crowds.

Conventionof TradeUnion League 
Will Open Here. 


TO DISCUSS LABOR LAWS. 


Strike of Constructors on Downtown 
Buildings May Be Called. 


Labor legislation in the interest of women 
workers is the leading subject to be dealt 
with at the second biennial convention of the 
National Women's Trade Union league, 
which will open its sessions this morning in 
the Anna Morgan studio in Fine Arts build- 
ing.

‘The opening of the convention will be 
marked by the music of an orchestra of wom- 
an unionists. Mrs. Raymond Robins, nation-

MORE EXPECTED TO BEFOUND 


Louisiana, Stunned by Calamity, Re 
frains from Sabbath Mirth. 


New Orleans, La., Sept. 26.—[Special.]—At 
least 200 lives have been lost in the West In- 
dian hurricane which began its devastation 
along the gulf coast on Sept. 19. 

It is probable that the list of fatalities will 
be greatly increased with the discovery of 
more bodies that are belleved to be in the 
Louisiana marshes between New Orleans and 
the Mississippi -state line. 


More Bodies Are Found. 

Dispatch boats returning from Dunbar, 
La., between New Orleans and Bay St. Louis, 
Miss.,* today brought the news of the dis- 
covery of thirty-six bodies in one section 
alone. 

Jt was one week ago tonight that the white 
winged sea gulls flying in and from the gulf 
gave warning with their screams of the ap- 
proach of the hurricane that .was to closely 
follow. Along the entire coast were many 
happy fisher folk and sallormen, thousands 
of trim craft and comfortable homes. 


Towns Strewn with Carcasses. 

T y flocks of vulturés hover over the de- 
vastated towns of southern Louisiana, 
stre with innumerable carcasses of ani- 
thaisiand men. 

Stunned by the damage that was wrought 
by winds and waves, the work of relief did 
not give the people time to mourn. 

Almbdst 100 human bodies have been burned 
or buried in the marshes where they were 
found.

STRANGE ELECTRICAL STORM 
DUE TO HUGE NEW SUN SPOTS? 


Professor of Astronomy at Marquette 
University Discovers What He Re- 
gards as Cause of Phenomena. ,

Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 26—Father Mce- 
Geary, professor of astronomy at Marquette 
university, today announced the discovery 
on Saturday of a great sun spot, which his 
observation showed to be about 30,000 miles 
in diameter, and to which he ascribes the 
strange electrical disturbance Saturday 
afternoon which disabled the telegraph sys- 
tems in America and Europe. 

Prof. McGeary believes this sun spot, in- 
stead of the aurora borealis, was responsible 
for the electrical disturbance on Saturday, 
and thinks that the combination of the big 
sun spot, the fact that Mars is closer than for 
many years, combined with the northern 
lights to disturb the electrical conditions on 
earth.

The attack upon suffragettes brought ap- 
plause from many of the women of the 
Daughters of Isabella. under whose aus-- 
pices the lecture was given. 


Tells of Woman’s Sphere. 
“Woman's worth does not consist in turn- 
ing politician and obtaining equal suffrage 
with men. I do not question the motives of 


, the suffragettes, but their logic is incompre- 


hensible,”’ said Father Michael. ‘‘ They are 
innocent of political life and know nothing 
of its intrigue and dishonesty. They know 
nothing of the divihe purpose of the creator 
if they are willing to cast themselves into 
the mad turmoil of the political arena. Noth- 
ing is more disastrous to the home than for 
woman to turn politician, and the inevitable 
result for her is inglorious defeat. 

“If woman help to frame the laws she 
must in turn defend, became soldier, sailor, 
police, detective, congresgman, and senator. 
Her body and mind were not intended for 
such. She is not intended for the rough 
roads, her hand not to bear the sword, nor 
her eye to direct the aim of deadly engines. 

“Much less is she fitted to administer 
justice, cold and rigorous. She is the min- 
ister of love and mercy, not justice. Imagine 
a woman as a judge, in a black cap, con- 
demning some one to death on the gallows 
or in the electric chair. 

“What will become of the home with 
women politicians? While the woman is 
out campaigning, her husband will be at 
home, not minding the baby nor even the 
Teddy bear but tenderly preparing’for bed 
the sweet lap dog. 


Too Much Leisure Is Cause. 

“This suffragette diséase is a malady 
which is likely to attack women of excessive 
leisure with too many brain cells for no- 
toriety in their heads and none of the love of 
motherhood in their hearts. 

“The ideal woman will not spend her time 
copying men in politics or in dress.

Ordinary Lawyer No Railrodder. 

“It is hardly necessary to say there is 
the widest possible difference between rail- 
road questions that are presented to a Cir- 
cuit court and the genera! questions of law. 
The experience of the ordinary lawyer or 
judge does not in any way fit him to deal 
with such questions as arise under the act 
to regulate commerce. A man must live 
in the atmosphete of the railroad problem 
for some time in order to: see the inadvisa- 
bility of applying hard and fast legal rules. 
Moreover, each order made by the commis- 
sion represents the judgment of seven men 
who have given extensive study to the ques- 
tion they decide. It is reasonable to ask that if 
theif decision is to be overturned it shall 
be done by men who have given similar 
thought and study to the question and are 
likewise specialists. 


. . Urges Change in Rate Fixing. 

“The suggestion long has been urged by. 
the commission and by large bodies of ship- 
pers that business conditions should not be 
disturbed by the railroads whenever they see 
fit to incre their rates, and that er 
be granted qe interstate commerce Ccom- 
mission to. y such inerease until their 
effect can be determined. This suggestion 
amounts to nothing more than forbidding 
the ralfroads to take arbitrary action with 
respect to rates. «3 ~ 

“There is no reason why increases should 
not be passed upon prior to their adoption 
rather than subsequent thereto. Under the 
law at present the railroads put in force in- 
creases of rates, and the interstate commerce 
commission passes upon the reasonableness 
of such increases after a complaint has been 
received. It would be far better for business 
intereste and for the railroads if the inter- 
state commerce commission should be au- 
thorized to determine whether proposed in- 
creases of rates are just.’ The railroads 
themselves will find it of great value to be 
able te have these questions decided in ad- 
vance. : . 


Capitalization Must Be Controlled. 


** The control of capitalization is a matter 
of the highest importance. The methods that 
have obtained in the past in connection with 
the avatering of stock should stop. Railroad 
properties, in my judgment, are to become 
less speculative and more certain as invest- 
ments. As a stock broker has said, railroad 
investors will choose to sleep well rather 
than to eat well. : 

“ There is“no necessity for diverting the 
money of American capitalists to railroad 
buikling and improvements from her in- 
(@iustries, because there is sufficient capital 
abroad ready to come to the United States 
if those holding it may be assured that the 
investments are bona fide and their money 
will not be subject to the vicious whim of 
some mere stock manipulator. European 
countries generally are in a sense industrial- 
ly finished. I mean by that, they are not de- 
veloping new lines of Industries which call 
for the investment of new capital to any 
great extent. Their railroaGs are built and 
open for service. 


Foreign Capital Seeks Chance Here. 


In such countries as England and France 
they have little use for surplus capital in the 
way of new national development. This 
money can come here just as well as not. 
Europe believes this is the land of promise, 
the land of the future. Therefore it is the 
part of wisdom of the railroad financier to 
do everything in his power to bring about a 
condition of our laws unger which foreign 
capitalists will feel that there is stability 
to our railroad securities. 

“The recommendation the president. has 
made forbidding the ownership of stock by a 
railroad in a competing line is in harmony 
with the suggestion made by the interstate 
commerce commision in its report on the 
Harriman roads. This is of high importance 
if the public interests are to be conserved.”’

balloons as long as they were in sight. 

Subsequent investigation of the explosion 
of the Republique fully contirms the fact 
that the accident was due to the snapping 
of the rapidly revolving propelier pbiade, 
which tore through the gas bag.

rts that there was no trace of fire about 
the silk, thus disposing of the hypothesis 
of an explosion. 

The experts agree that such a mishap can 
be prevented in the future by the imtroduc- 
tion of a series of cellular balloonettes, as 
in the Zeppelin airship, which would keep 
the craft afloat if one of the compartments 
were pierced. 


War Minister Favors Aeroplanes. 
Gen. Brun, minister of war, in an inter- 
view, expresses the opinion that dirigibie 
balloons for war purposes will soon be sup- 
planted by perfected aeroplanes. He say 
he does not minimize the services the dirigi- 

are capable of rendering in war, but 
Sibeves Luey never can be brought to a point 
where they will become first class engines 
of war. 

“They will remain valuable,’’ he contin- 
ues, “for intermediary service, but must 
give way to the aeroplanes.

MEMORIAL TO POSTAL UNION. 


Commemorating Founding of Interna- 
tional Body Monument Will Be 
Unveiled in Switzerland. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—In commem- 
oration of the founding of the international 
postal union a monument will be unveiled 
at Berne, Switzerland, tomorrow. The cost 
of the monument wil! be $40,000, contributed 
by various countries. Brutus Clay, the 
American minister at Berne, will represent 
the United States. 

Until 1868 mails with foreign countries 
were exchanged under conventions nego- 
tated between the United States and each 
country separately. An international con- 
ference on postal‘ affairs was proposed by 
P er General Blair in 1863, and in 
May of that year an “ international postal 
commission "’ met at Paris. 

The commission had merely conferential 
powers, but the principles it developed made 
Possible the second international conference 
of 1874, which founded the postal union, 
Which agreed’ upon uniform postage rates 
and uniform intermediary transit rates, to 
be put in force among the countries repre- 
Sented. 

Under the Berne convention of 1874 an in- 
ternational letter rate of postage was fixed 

&t 5 cents the half ounce, and that rate con- 
_ inued until 1907, when, in accordance with 
the action of the congress at Rome, the rate

CALLS FOR RIGID CHECK. | 


Declares an Ounce of Prevention 
Is Much Better than a ‘' 
Pound of Cure. 


—— 


Further attack on vicious conditions in 
Englewood was made yesterday by the Rev. 
Frederick E. Hopkins in Pilgrim Congrega- 
tional church. 

“One sometimes wonders,” he said, 
“whether great cities like Chicago will ever 
learn that an ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure. This city permitted any- 
body to build any kind of a frame shack 
until there came a long drought, a southwest 
wind, and a fire in a barn, and in a day Chi- 
ago was wiped off the map. It has waited 
again until men holding high office and 
judges on the bench and guardians of the 
peace, tempted by the popular idea that 
“everybody makes a little on the side,’ have 
fallen and then it cries out for vengeance. 

“ How much better it would be to recognize 
the place the church and religion should 
have in shaping the moral life of the people 
instead of scoffing at boti$and rapidly turn- 
ing the. old Sunday of Chicago into a Godless 
holiday, such as it has already become for 
tens of thousands of our citizens. 


. Fine Homes Are Abandoned. 


“ Throughout the toughest district on the 
south side are still standing -some of the 
finest homes ever built in this city. Where 
once lived bankers, lawyers, merchants, 
elders, deacons, editors, now live the wicked- 
est people in the worl@. There was a time 
when this sort of thing~could have been 
checked as easily as a physician can pre- 
vent the spread of a deadly contagion. But 
the preachers of that day who sounded the 
alarm were, as now, discredited by being 
called ‘sensationalists, even by their 
brethren amongst the prophets. Smug and 
lazy Christian respecfability was, as now, 
annoyed at being agitated, and turned up 
its nose at the proposed reform. 

“The rich, always far-sighted and always 
taking precious good care of self, moved, as 
the rich always can. When the property 
became a burden it was given to a college 
or some other institution and the donor was 
enrolléd amongst the great philanthropists. 
But the real estate agent rented the prem- 
jses to Mme. La Rouge, and the place where 
the river of death now stretches its black and 
shining length we call ‘ the levee.’ 

“As yet Sixty-third street is a long way 
from this. But with such a place of degra- 
dation, especially on Sunday, as we have 
located at one end of a prohibition district, 
and the saloons of Halsted street at the 
other end, and with such things going on in 
between, as anybody can see any Sunday 
night, particularly in the summer time, how 
jong wil! it take for the cancer to ripen?” 

“In the same week that the secretary of 
the Law and Order league is reported to have 
called my sermon a joke, he blandly told me 
he had discovered, or -was about to discover, 
nine gambling joints in full blast in Sixty-

“Conditions are growing more and more 
dangerous. They will, if not checked, depre- 
ciate the vaiue of real estate, open the door 
for the saloon and all of its usual environ- 
ments, churohes will be worse depieted than 
they now are, and one*of the best resident 
sections in the city will be spoiled.’’ 


Predicts Succoss for “Drys.”’ 


Ultimate success of the prohibition move- 
- Ment was predicted yesterday by the Rev. 
William B. Millard in Morgan Park Congre- 
gational church. Yn mentioning the causes 
of the growth of temperance sentiment, he 
said: 

“Various temperance societies have been 
at work for over a century enrolling millions 
of signers upon the total abstinence pledge; 
Sunday schools and the young people’s so- 
cieties for over a genération have devoted 
one Sunday a month to temperance instruc- 
tion; scientific temperance instruction in 
the public schools reaches 25,000,000 chil- 
dren; the Prohibition party has forced the 
issue upon public notice; the W. C. T. U. 
has worked and prayed with never tiring 
faithfulness; many great corporations, nota- 
bly the rafiroads, barks, and trust com- 
panies, demand total abstinence on the part 
of their employés; fifty-six great secret so- 
cieties exclude sdioonkeepers and bartenders 
from membership; temperance has been 
preached from tens of thousands of pulpits; 
the press has given publicity to the 


horrors pf intemperance, and prohibitory leg- . 


isiation. wherever given a fair trial, has 
been successful. 

“ These causes combine to make the tem- 
perance movement irresistible. Its motive 
power is the aroused Ameriean conscience. 
But it is a great moral uprising of the peo- 

. ple, which will not falter nor turn back until 
the saloon is an outlaw wherever the stars 
and stripes unfold their glories to the breeze.”

STATE’S ATTORNEY WAYMAN. 

In spite of doubts as to the outcome of 
the McCann trial, in spite of a certain 
“"garrulousness which may have prejudice! 
some against him, and in spite of the fact 
that he was comparatively unknown be- 
fore his nomination, and that in a large 
measure he owed his election to the char- 
acter of his opponent, Mr. Wayman is 
winning his way to public confidence. 
Whatever the merits of the McCann case 
may appear to be, either to the believers 
in him or te those who are of the opinion 
that he is guilty, his conviction has justi- 
fied the state’s attorney in his course, 
His action in regard to alleged frand in 
connection with the jury commission has 
been justified by the action of the judges. 

Now the statements made by Clifford 
G. Roe, Rabbi Hirsch, and Adol Kraus 
have bared to the public a condition !n 
the levees which could not have grown 
up and could not continue to exist with- 
out the knowledge of the police. Nothing 
but incompetence or connivance with the 
white slave traffic on the part-of the sau- 
perintendent or of the inspectors can ac- 
count for the failure of the police depart- 
ment to make war on that traffic.

Without such a system the elevated loop, 
inadequate, unsightly, harmful to prop- 
efty though it be, cannot be got alptix 
without. 

The governor, being a Chicagoan, 
knows, also, that the authority of the 
city to take any action in reference to a 
subway ig disputed in suits’ which have 
been begun in the state and federal 
courts. ‘Whatever might be the outcome 
of those suits, they would tie the hands 
of the city for years. In the meagwhile 
traffic congestion would become  insup- 
portable. Subway legislation would cut 
the ground from under those suits and 
give the city freedom of action. 

The mayor, actuated by a high sense 
of duty to the community, has asked the 
governor to give“the legislature an oppor- 
tunity to act on this subject. He does

It 
cannot be that so just a@ request will be 
ineffective.

THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 

It is aaid thatelllinois Centra] officials 
have informed the city authorities that 
the electrification of the terminals of the 
road would cost too much and therefore 
it cannot be. It is for the board of di- 
rectors rather tham any officers of the 
road to say what shal] or shall not. be 
done in the premises. ‘If, however, the 
officers were to present exaggerated estl- 
mates of cost to the directors, the latter 
would .no doubt be influenced by them. 

But an adverse decision by the board 
would not end matters by any means, If 
argument were to prove ineffectual and 
the directors say that a nuisance whose 
existence they admit and profess to de- 
plore was not to be abated, then com- 
pulsory measures would have to be re- 
sorted to. The city is not so feeble and re- 
sourceless as to be obliged to submit in- 
definitely to the various offenses of which 
the Illinois Central is guilty. There are 
weapons in its armory which it can use 
to good purpose, if it shall become neces- 
sary. 


DELICATE DIPLOMACY. 

“The peace taxes of the present are al- 
ready heavier in the aggregate than the 
burden imposed to carry on any of the 
great wars of history.” That is only one 
of the many significant sentences in the 
study of the “silent ‘warfare” now in 
progress between England and Germany 
which finds place in the October Me- 
Clure’s under the title, “The Ominous 
Hush in Europe.” 

The article presents many phases of the 
situation which is admirably described in 
Sir Edward Grey's words, “ You may cal! 
it national insurance, that is perfectly 
true; but it is equally true that one-half 
of the national revenue of the great coun- 
tries in Europe is being spent on what 
are, after all, preparations to kill each 
other.” How to put an,end -to the ex- 
pensive “war” in which there are no 
bloody battles, no long lists of the slain, 
no anguish of women or orphans’ tears, 
but where the enormous outlay goes on 
right along, is the problem.  ~ 

The writer of the article cited sug- 
gests that it may be the duty of the 
United States to take the initiative in the 
search for some drastic remedy, He sees 
no hope in peace conventions and -peace 
leagues. He has no faith in the diplo- 
macy which displays itself in debates in

A}though Ascot is royal and Goodwood 
ducal, Doncaster is of all the great races the 
most aristocratic; this, too, despite the fact 
that it is municipal. For the racecourse on 
which the St. Leger has been run every year 
since 1778 belongs to the municipality of the 
town of Doncaster, which furnishes $60,000 
@ year as stake money, besides paying all 
fees, such as clerks of scales, judge, handi- 
capper; and so on, and yet manages to make 
a clear profit of nearly $200,000 a year from 
the Doncaster races. 

The corporation runs the whole thing in 
conjunction with the Jockey club, which is. 
responsible for the technical side of the 
racing, and Doncaster is, to the best of 
my knowledge, the only municipality in the 
world that not merely derives revenues from 
a racecourse but actually runs the race meet- 
ing. The finances of the races are in charge 
of the borough accountant, the town clerk 
is the legal adviser of the officers of the meet- 
ing, and the borough surveyor and his staff 
attend to keeping the racecourse, the stands, 
and the approaches in proper condition. 

Of course, the actual revenue which the 
municipality of Doncaster draws from the 
Doncaster race meeting and from the St. 
Leger race constitutes only a small propor- 
tion of the wealth which reaches the town 
and its inhabitants each year, through hun- 
dreds of other channels in connection with 
these races, and the people of Doncaster are 
all well.to do, while the rates and taxes are 
50 per cent less than the average minimum 
rate of other English towns and cities, 

How clos@ly identified the people of Don- 
caster are with the race meeting is shown 
by the fact that until comparatively recent 
times the bells of the old parish church of 
Doncaster used to be rung on St. Leger day, 
and generally rung when the winner passed 
the post. Perhaps under the ciroumstances 
I should add that in spite of popular impres- 
sion to the contrary, the parish church does 
not bear the name of St. Leger, and that the 
famous race does not take its name from the 
church, but from Lieut. Gen. Anthony St. 
Leger, to whose suggestion the founding of 
the race was due. two years after the procla- 
mation of the independence of the United 
States. 

The St. Legers are one of the oldest fami- 
lies of the united kingdom. The founder of 
the family was Sir Robert St. Leger, who 
was one of the companions in arms of Wi1l- 
iam the Conqueror, his name figuring as such 
on the Roll of Battle Abbey. In 1540 Bir An- 
thony St. Leger, who was a Knighg of the 
Garter, was appointed lord deput¥ of Ire- 
land, and ever since the 8t. Legers have 
been established in the sotrth of Ireland. The 
head of the house is Viscount Doneraile, and 
it was at Doneraile court, in County Cork, for 
centuries the home of pr a Legers, that the 
remarkable episode occufred which led to 
the initiation as a Freemason of the only 
‘woman ever admitted to membership in the 
craft. ‘The woman in question was the Hon. 
Elizabeth St. Leger, daughter of the first 
Viscount Doneraile. 
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Few American travelers have staid in 
Paris without visiting St. Germain, and those 
whose purses were of sufficient length and 
volume, without exception, have lunched, 
dined, or supped at the restaurant there 
known as the Pavillon Henry Quatre, whence 
the most glorious view that it is possible to 
conceive is to be obtained of the Prench cap- 
ital and of its beautiful suburbs.

The commission has fixed a definite stand- 
ard for the street railway corporations in 
the following conclusions with which it sums 
up its decision: 

“The capitalization of fran«hises will not 
be allowed, directly or indirectly, except se 
far as permitted by statute. 

“The applicants have failed to prove that 
there are assets or property of sufficient 
value to justify a capitalization of $73.00U,U00. 
In the absence of proof the commission will 
not approve, for no reorganization can be 
sound or permanent unless capitalization has 
some relation to value. 

**The issuance of securities with so great 
@ probability that adequate interest and divi- 
dends will rot be earned thereon is without 
justification, is dangerous financiering anda 
injurious to the public.:: Appérentiy it has 
forgotten that the issuance of séecuritits does 
not make value.

SAILS FOR NEW GUINEA. 


Ends Pleasant Visit by Long 
Wait for Slow Steamer; 
Watches Natives. 


Forty-third Installment of a Diary of a 
47,000 Mile Journey.

House Protected Against Ants. 

The house is of one story and plain. First 
ig a sort of entrance room, with the gov- 
ernor’s desk and a bookcase or two; then 
a large room adjoining, used as a dining 
room. In front and at the side is a wide 
yeranda. Bathhouses, etc., and quarters 
for the servants are detached and stand at 
the back. On the walls were few pictureg, 
but many curiog gathered by the governor, 
big shields, dante wands, bows, arrows, etc. 
The house, of course, stands on cement sup- 
ports, as does every house not of iron in this 
country, for otherwise it would be eaten 
up by white ants. 

Tables were placed on the veranda, anda 
loaded table in the dining room with plates, 
étc., etc., on a side table nearby. 

At shortly before 1 o'clock all were served 


‘ghampagne, and the governor made a short 


speech, alluding to his recent trip to Bou- 
gainville, and especially mentioning, with 
affection, Capt. Moeller, the retiring captain 
of the Seestern. All drank, standing, to 
many ‘‘Prosits”™ and clinking of glasses. 

Then followed the well known German cus- 
tom of helping one’s self. Kach made for 
the dining room, filled his plate, returned 
to the veranda, cleaned the plate up, and 
returned for more. In the meantime plenty 
of beer and Rhine wine was served by boys 
clad in white loin cloths, with earrings, neck- 
laces of dogs’ teeth and shell arm rings— 
surely a novel and curious sight. 


Swedish Consul Owns Islands. 

A speech by the Swedish consul, who, with 
his brother owns the Western isiangs, and 
ie a German‘and also a visitor in Herberts- 
hohe, and who was madé Swedish coneul in 
the hope that he would send some of the 
“eurios,”’ for which his isiands are famous, 
to the Stockholm museum; a speech by Capt.

At 4 o’clock the naval officers and the 
Seestern crowd retired, and at 6 all remaining 
repaired to the lawn back of the house, now 
well shaded, where the consumption of beer 
continued and the Swedish consu! continued 
his devotions to the judge's wife. 

They might have been drinking beer yet, 
but at 6 1 got up to leave, as 1 Was to go 
down to Ralum for the fight; this broke up 
the party and we all streamed down the hid, 
the men going straight to the hotel and 
drinking steadily till dinner time, at j—seme 
of them not bothering about dinner. 


Drives an Hour at Night. 

Parkinson's dogcart came at 8, and I ar- 
rived at his house an hour later, and we 
talked till midnight.

To Wash W oolens. 


Turn inside a and shake well to remove 
all dust. 

Wash in warm soep iather, using scrap 
jelly. Knead and squeeze the garment, well 
washing both sides, only rubbing the soap 
or the most soiled paats, as rubbing tends 
to harden the fabric.’ 

Rinse several times in warm water to re- 
move the soap. Add a smal! portion of soap 
to last rinsing water, as this makes the 
flannel softer. 

- Wring as dry as possible and up to 
dry at once, shaking the garmént pulling | 
it inte shape once or twice during the day. 
This raises the pile and softens the material. 

In order to avoid the shrinking of woolen 
materials, lukewarm water should be used 
for washing and froning. 

Flannelg require quick washing and dry- 
ing, and when possible dried out of doors if 
fine, as they are liable to steam if hung before 
a fire, ae a shrinks them. For new body 
flannels tse onia soap, Fine flannels 
may be nance a hen dary. Aly well before 
putting away. 


Stockings 

Stockings should be washed in the same 
Way as other flannels, first on the right and 
then on the wrong side. Black stockings soon 
lose their color unle#ee they are washed and 
dried quickly. When stockings are quite 
dry they should be ironed and left turned on 
the wrong side ready for mending. Stock- | 
ings should hever be washed tn water after 
other flannels, as they become covered with

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Boiled Apple Dumplings. 


Add to two cupfuls of sour milk one tea- 
spoonful of soda and one of salt, half cupful 
of butter, lard, four enough to make a dotigh 
a little stiffer than: for biscuit; or make a 
good baking powder crust; peel and core ap- 


ples, roll out crust, place apples on dough, 
fill cavity of each th sugar, encase each 
apple in coating the crust, press edges tight 
together (it is nice to tie a cloth around each 
one), put into kettle of boiling water slightly 
salted, boil half an hour, taking care that the 
water covers the dumplings. They are also 
nice steamed. 

To bake, make in same way, using g soft 
Gough, place in a shallow pan, bake in a hot 
oven, and serve with cream and sugar, or 
place in a pan which is four or five inches 
deep (do not have the dumplings touch each 
other); then pour in hot water, just leaving 
top of: dumplings uncovered. To a pan of 
four or five dumplings add one teacupful of 
sugar and half a teacupful of butter; bake 
from half to three-quarters of an hour. If 
water cooks away too much, add more. 
Serve dumplings on platter and the lHquid in 
sauceboat for dressing. Fresh or canned 
peaches may be made in the same way.

faturday’s Games Fail to Show 
Strength of the Teams 
Engaged. 


FAULTS SEEN BY COACHES 
Fumbling and Missed Signals, 
Chief Evils, Are Due to Lack 
of Practice. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 

The results of Saturday's football games 
gid little to show the strength of the teams 
which engaged in actual combat. Owing_to 
the short’ time the coaches had to prepare 
their elevens for these contests, the results 
cannot be taken as serious criterions of their 
real strength. 

In most of the games fumbling and missed 
signals were the chief faults of the players 
and this was due entirely to lack of prac- 
tice. Few attempts were made to gain 
ground by use of the forward pass, onside 
kick, and other plays of the new régime. 
The formations, which were used and itn 
which the forward pass figured conspicu- 
ously, were of the simplest kind with little 
attention given to deception. These piays 
for the most part were merely a basis upon 
which harder and more cqmplicated-and de- 
ceptive plays will be built and it was the in- 
tention of the coaches in Saturday's contests 
to have their players master the principles 
of the plays which they have planned for 
future games so that their tasks in teach- 
ing more advanced fMotbal!l will be easier. 


Coaches Gain in Wisdom. 


Another thing coaches accomplished was 
to find out how some of the players who coulda 
throw the ball accurately in practice would per- 
form in the heat of battle. It is an easy matter to 
fling the oval a great distance and with a great de- 
gree of accuracy in practice without any one break- 
fing through to intercept the throw. and it is safe 
to say some of the coaches were disappointed by 
the performances of some of these practice stars’: 
on Saturday. 

To negotiate a successful forward pass, a player 
must be able to throw the ball from almost any 
position and at any angle. He will find that the 
same conditions do not prevail every time he makes 
the attempt, for the defensive team. if it has 
any knowledge of defensive play, will shift its 
defense in such a way that the player who throws 
the pigskin will be hampered*more every time, 
aiso the player who is to receive the pass. It is for 
these reasons that the thrower must be proficient tn 
forward passing from almost every conceivable 
position. It sometimes may happen that he will 
have to make the pass when he is tackled, which is 
@ mighty hard thing to do successfully without 
the experience one receives in a real game. 

There is no questioning the point that the 
coaches discovered glaring faults and weaknesses 
in the playing of their first games, and the entire 
week will be devoted to eradicate these weak- 
messes as much as possible. The games served 
to give the coaches 2 good line on their prospective 
material and they now have a better idea of the 
eapabilities of their charges. 

The showing of Minnesota in its game with 
Lawrence, which the Gophers won, 25 to 0, stamps 

Williams’ team as a strong aggregation. A team 
that can run up a score of this size in twenty 
and fifteen minute halves with only five days’ 
preparation must be composed of stellar players 
fn good condition Lawrence was nearly the 
equal of the Gophers in weight. but the concen- 
trated attacks of Minnesota and the clever run- 
ning and dodging of Johnson and Capt. McGovern 
proved too much for the Badgers. In the first 
period the Gophers ran up a score of 20 points 
and in the second session Williams sent in nearly 
a new team which did not have the plays and 
signals learned as well as the first equad, with 
the result that constant fumbles and missed sig- 
nals deprived Minnesota of|a much larger total. 


Good Material at Minnesota. 


The game plainly shows that Williams has spien- 
@id material for this year’s eleven, and the frequent 
use of the forward pass is assurance enough that 
the Gophers will make more use of this form of 
gaining ground than they have since its adoption. 
The Iowa game at Minneapolis next Saturday will 
furnish better material for estimates of the 
Gophers’ strength for this season. 

Although Minnesota was the only member of the 
“Big Eight’’ to get into action last Saturday, 
the others deferring their initial contests until 
next Saturday, the latter were not idle by any 
means. The coaches of nearly all the western con- 
ference colleges, contrary to their usual customs, 
gent their squads through flerce scrimmage prac- 
tice, with the result that many of the players are 
showing the effects of the strenuous workous. 

Perhaps the squad to get the most of this sort 
of work was Chicago. Coach Stagg sent two teams 
@gainst each other on three successive days, and 
there is every reason to believe the Midway director 
will continue this form of work for the next three 
days. He is a firm be}iever in this sort of prepara- 
tion and he asserts it is the only method of getting 
@ team into shape for a hard battle. such as the 
Maroons will have with Purdue next Saturday. 

This practice nas had its results in that Stagg al- 
ready knows the worth of many, if not all. the 
candidates who are struggling for positions on the 
Midway team. Stagg is one of tne ciosest observers 
of scrimmage work in the west and he discerns in 
en instant the mistakes of the various players, and 
rectifies them right on the spot. “He is a stickler 
for team play. Right here it may be stated that in 
every formation which is used by Chicago there is 
@ particular function for every player on the 
team to perform and Stagg generally sees that this 
is done. With the hard work the Maroons are 
bound to receive this week, they should be in good 
ecndition for the Purdue game. 

The results of the other western games last Satur- 
@ay show the same teams that have reigned su- 
preme in the past bid fair to carry off the honors 
again this season. The victories of Case, Ohio 
State, and Kansas were expected and their early 
season form is evidence enough that they have 
grand material for this year’s teams.

President Delano Expects Better 
Results as Financial Plan 
Works Out. 


Operations of the Wabash railroad com- 


| pany for the fiscal year ended June 80, 100. 
| resulted in a net deficit of $150, 259. The

| lano, had an extra burden in the matter of 
| interest charges. 


The annual report has just been issued 


/ and concerning the twelve months covered 
| by it Mr. Delano says: 


“The fiscal year just closed represents a 
period of gradual! recovery from the finan- 


| celal disturbances which culminated In Octo- 


ber, 1907; the first five months of the year 
showing large decreases in earnings com- 


| pared with the same months of the year pre- 


vious, but the succeeding seven months show- 
ing a steadily increasing improvement over 
the previous year.” 


Delano Discusses Finances. 

In discussing the finances of the company 
Mr. Delano says: 

“The arrangement made with the debent- 
ure mortgage bondholders, approveé at the 
special meeting of the stockholders and bond- 
holders on Oct. 22, 1906, for refunding the 
debenture ‘A’ and debenture ‘B’ bonds, as 
well as other existing mortgages as they fall 
due, and providing for expenditures properly

STOCK LIST IS LESS ACTIVE. 


Demand for Currency from Interior 
Points Factor in Wall mirest 
Trading. 


/TSEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.] 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—[Special.]—On the 
stock exchange last week the course of prices 
Suggested heavy realizing by strong inter- 
ests so largely and so openly concerned in the 
long advance in securities. 

Heavy selling in half a dozen of the issues 
most prominent in t rise was directly 
traceable te the sources described, and when 
this turn in affairs became known to the 
speculative forces who have followed the 
long campaign solely because of the char- 


acter of its leadership, it was at once as- [ 


sumed that the main movement was ap- 
proaching its culminating stage. 

This assumption apparently was borne out 
by the absurd fluctuations, and the explana- 
tions therefor, in such stocks as St. Paul, 
Reading, and Pennsylvania, as well as by the 
obvious termination of the long period of ex- 
tremely easy money. 


Period of Firm Money. 
What is more probable, however, is that, 
foreseeing a period of relatively firm money 
between this time and mid-November, and 


the understanding that the rise in prices na 


unusually high levels has discounted the im 
mediate future of business, a halt hag been 
called for the present In the hope and ex- 
pectation of resuming the campaign when 
the money market position has been freed 
from the crop moving demands and when a 
more trustworthy forecast can be made of 
remoter trade conditions. 

A period of quiet such as is here indicated, 
if this be the real program, will be an ex- 
cellent thing not only for the money market 
but for the securities market itself, in spite 
of the opinion to the contrary which may be 
entertained Dy the many uneasy spirits in 
the financial community and elsawhere who 
must be constantly engaged in speculation. 
For many weeks the bond department of the 
market has been in a State of coma which has 
precluded the completion of new financing of 
real importance. A lessened stock market 
activity, and therefore a smaller demand for 
money from this source, might well result in 
conditions favoring issues of new securities. 
Mercantile borrowers are also placed at a 
great disadvantage when the stock market 
is contending with the west for accommoda- 
tion, and it is more than ever essential this 
fall that money for the legitimate purpose 
of trade be readily available to all. 


Interior Wants More Currency. 

In the local money market the tendency 
last week was toward ease owing to the bet~ 
terment th the tmmediate position by the 
large loan reduction of the previous week, by 
the liberal offerings of outside funde here, 
and by the Mquidation on the stock exchange. 
The demand from the interior revived to 
some extent, however, and the movements 
of exchange suggested steady withdrawals 
from this time on to the end of the season.

Corn Slumps Sharply, While Provi- 
sions Soar to New High Levels. 


The winding up of the big spreading opera- 
tions of the Armour Grain company between 
September and December was the big feature 
of the week ‘in wheat. The announcement 
was made after the close Friday that the 
spread had been closed up, that the Armour 
concern was out of the: September and had 
little interest either way inthe market. This 
was expected to result in more liquidation of 
December and May wheat Saturday, but, con- 
trary to expectations, there was littlg press- 
ure on the market the closing day of the 
week, and the finish showed a firm undertone. 
Net changes for the week were not great, 
September closing 4c higher, December %@ 
%c better, and May %c up. The closing fig- 
ures, however, were at substantial reduc- 
tions from the top values of the week. Sep- 
tember at the close was about 5c lower than 
the high point.. 


September Sales Are Heavy. 

Trade in the current delivery was heavy 
and sales up to and including Friday were 
large, resulting in a narrowing of the 
premium over the December. The large sales 
enabled shorts to cover, and there was no at- 
tempt made on the part of the bulls to press 
their advantage. With the September deal 
out of the way the market is in a position to 
be judged more on ‘fits. merits, The first im- 
pulse of traders was jump to the conclu- 
sion that prices for the deferred months 
would immediately work lower, but the mar- 
ket is In a two sided position ,and wheat has 
more friends than for some time. it is the 
#eneral opinion that the large interests are’ 
anxious to depress values mainly for the pur- 
pose of accumulating cheap wheat. 


Unusual Situation in Wheat. 


The general situation in wheat is unusual 
and decidedly interesting from every stand- 
point. In the first place the crops of spring 
and winter’ wheat are undoubtedly much 
larger in the aggregate than a year ago, and 
the northwestern crop isa great deal heavier. 
Yet receipts to date have been less than a 
year ago, and stocks so far have not become 
at all oppressive in any direction. Cash 
premiums aj Minneapolis are holding well 
and flour men are outspokenly optimistic in 
regard to the outlook for continued active 
trade and high prices for flour. At the end 
of the last crop year the country was prac- 
tically bare of both wheat and flour, and 
since the new wheat crop has been available 
the consumption probably has been on a 
larger scale than ever before, 


Flour Sales Still Heavy. 


Some indications were apparent during the 
week that the most insistent demand for flour 
was being appeased, but sales are still on a 
large scale, and the high prices for wheat 
have brought out no increased offerings of 
winter varieties. As a result the cash mar- 
kets in Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
and Tojedo have been gradually growing 
tighter in regard to cash values, and there is 
little wheat pressing for sale. In the local 
market No. 2 red sold at $1.15 on track, or 
138%c over the September; in St. Louis at 
$1.20, and in Kansas City at $1.16. No. 2 
hard premiums were also relatively strong. 
Some talk of increased offerings of Nebraska 
wheat was heard, but Kansas City arrivals 
did not reflect anything of the sort. Duluth 
shipped several cargoes to Chicago, but on 
Saturday raised its asking price \c relative- 


ly for No. 1 northern. With no export de-~ | 


mand the domestic situation nevertheless 
shows a remarkably strong tone, and farm- 
ers are to a large extent making good the 
predictions that they would hold their wheat 
more than ever before. Whether this aiti- 
tude will be maintained or not is a question, 
but the maintenance of prices rests with the 
farmer. 
Argentine Conditions Improved. 

Conditions in the Argentine have improved 
and the outlook is for a bumper crop in Aus+ 
tralia, while Russia continues to sell and 
ship wheat freely. These factors, with the 
declining tendency on this side and the more 
liberal Canadian offerings at lower prices, 
combined to depress values abroad. Less 
was heard of unfavorable continental crop 
conditions, current receipts apparently fill- 
ing the demand. A little Manitoba wheat 
and some durum has been taken for export, 
but the foreigners are apparently indifferent 
to United States wheat. Exports, aside 
from Russia and the Danube, were light, 
dwindling shipments from Argentina, Aus- 
tralia, and India being significant and re- 
flecting the heavy sales made early in the 
season to take advantage of the abnormally 
high values. The tendency has been to raise 
the estimates of the Canadian = The 
visible showed a fair increase and world’s 
stocks gained about 11,000,000 bu for the 


eek. 
Corn Shows Weak Undertone. 


A distinctly weak undertone characterized 
the corn trade. Prices showed sharp de- 
clines, especially for the September, which 
finished 3%c lower. Deferred months were 
1%@1% to 2@2%c lower. The petering out 
of the cash demand, with increased tenders 
on contracts by elevator people who have 
been busy making contract corn, and larger 
country offerings, were the bearish factors, 
Lack of bull leadership was also apparent, 
and there was no adequate support to offset 
the aggressive selling by the bears. , Weather 
conditions have been favorable, frosts not 
doing any considerable damage. 

Receipts have not been large, but have been 
ample to fill the demand, which has been 
slack. As a result cash values have been 
soft and premiums have been reduced. The 
country has sold some old corn, but offer- 
ings of new crop grain are still light. Russia 
reported that there would be no exports 
from that country probably, but Argentine 
shipments were large and foreign markets 
easy. On the decline an improved tone was 
discernible,* and some of the traders were 
inclined to go slow on the short side. 


Oats Prices Hold Well. 

Oats followed other grains towards a lower 
level, but the market showed a stunroin nn- 
dertone and values did not decline as much 
as in corn. -Quotations at the closed were

Confident that present brilliaht business 
prospects would continue indefinitely and 
encouraged by favorable weather and mar- 
ket conditions to cover their needs without 
restriction, merchants from the south, south- 
west, and west came, or sent, to the local 
wholesale markets for all kinds of mer- 
chandlse, and jobbers did a big .business in 
dry goods, clothing, footwear, food products, 
and furniture, 

Market attendance of buyers was large 
and there was a noticeable increase in the 
number of road and mail orders received, 
many of the calls being for duplicated ship- 
ments of goods bought and received earlier 
in the season, indicating that the consump- 
tive demand was fulfilling all expectations. 
Aside from actual necessities, there was an 
unusually broad demand for holiday goods, 
fancy IMens and other household novelties 
meeting with particularly brisk inquiry. 

Further evidence of steady and sustained 
recovery in industries was seen in the en- 
lahged capacity employed and the Increased 
number of hands engaged in the production 
of iron, steel, wire, electric lines, heavy ma- 
chinery, and hardware. Enlarged outputs 
of factories, forges, and foundries met with 
a ready outlet, however, and the markets 
were remar®.ably free of accumulations. 
Prices were rigidly maintained at a firm 
level, and there were instances of increased 
cost of certain commodities. 

Increased activity in manufacturing centers 
resulted in more generous and broader in- 
quiries for the raw materials, and the outlet
